New York, Juty 21, 1897. 

In common with the rest of swelter- 
ing humanity, New York is quick to 
devise means and avail herself of 
characteristic facilities for keeping as 
cool and happy as possible these hot 
days. More attention is paid to the 
various methods of recreation with 
each year, and now that the Saturday 
halfsholiday has become general 
among practically all business and in- 
dustrial establishments, additional 
opportunity is offered for rest and 
pleasure periods duriag the summer 
months. The majority of business and 
professional men ure unable to devote 
more than a fortnight to their vaca- 
tions, but their families are often sent 
to the mountains or to the sea shore 
fora much longer period than this. 
In some instances the men whose 
families are away, keep bachelor’s 
halls and entertain fellow unfortunates 
similarly situated, but in most cases 
the houses kre closed and the owners 
live at their clubs or at hotels. The 
families which spend protracted 
periods at the resorts must necessarily 
belong to the extremely well-to-do, 
and they do not number many thou- 
sand. With their exception the city 
has about its usual complement of peo- 
ple during the midsummer season, 
and those who are here enjoy a far 
more comfortable existence than out- 
siders are apt to suppose. A short 
time ago a business man who had been 
spending a few days in the Catskills 
was called back to his office by a mat- 
ter requiring his personal attention, 
„Bless my soul!“ he exclaimed when, 


‘after leaving the train, the cool sea 


breeze greeted him, this has been 
the first cool breath I have felt since 
I’ve been away. Up there the days 
are hot and it seems as if the nights 
were hotter. I’m going to spend the 
rest of my vacation about town.“ 

Nature has endowed the City with 
extraordinary agencies for comfort in 
hot weather, and what nature has 
failed to do, the municipality and the 
individual have largely supplied. 
Two broad water ways wash either 
side of the city and the broad Harbor 
its southern end. Extensive areas of 
parks, and scores of steamboats make 
it possible to find quick refreshment at 
any hour during the day or night. 
The city suffers from the heat in com- 
mon with all other great cities, but un- 
like most of them, its suffering is reg- 
ularly alleviated by the ocean which 
sends up its fresh and invigorating 
breeze, clearing out the hot air which 
has accumulated in the streets, and 
bringing inexpressible comfort to all 
Classes alike. 

Indeed it is to the virtues of the sea 
waters which surround her that New 


York owes many blessings. Immedi- 


ate relief from the heat on the hottest 
day, may be secured by taking any one 
of the delightful sails on Ocean, Har- 
bor or Sound. Fares on the steam- 


boats are exceedingly inexpensive and 


all the shorter trips are within the com- 
pass of the poorer classes. Probably 
the prettiest and most popular of these 
trips is that upon either of the big 
steamboats which run to Rockaway. 
Harbor and ocean scenery. are com- 
bined in a charming manner on this 
route. After leaving her pier, the boat 
steams down the Hudson, and out into 
the broad Harbor, passing Governor’s 
Island and the Statue of Liberty, and 
gliding down through the Narrows 
past Forts Wadsworth, Lafayette and 
Hamilton, and then out into the 
blue ocean. Far to the Westward the 
Highlands of Neversink are outlined 
in delicate blue, while on the east lies 
the low shore line of Coney Island, and 
ahead the limitless expanse of the At- 
lantic. Here there 1s always a long 
sea swell casting showers of spray up 
about the steamer’s bow, and here the 
aic is always cool if not chilly. It may 
be ninety degrees in the shade on 
shore, but here you will need to button 
your coat tight. It isa twenty five 
mile sail down to Rockaway, where 
one may leave the boat and enjoy the 
rare bathing in the breakers off the

fore the city is reached. This fifty 
mile ‘sail gives one six hours on the 
water and costs but thirty cents, An- 
other sail of about the same length may 
be taxen in the boat which makes trips 
around Staten Island, or still further 
to Long Branch and return. Of the 
shorter trips, that to Coney Island is 
the favorite. It occupies in all four 
hours and costs only twenty five cents. 
Within the Harbor are pleasant sails 
which cost only afew cents and give 
fine scenery and a good sea breeze. 
Among these are the Staten Island 
boats, offering a round trip of twelve 
miles for ten cents; the Liberty Island 
boats, and the Bay Ridge ferries, Re- 
freshing breezes and _ marvelously 
beautiful scenery can also be enjoyed 
on any of the, ten steamboat lines to 
nearby points up the Sound. The sail 
to Glen Island, eighteen miles from the 
Battery, is the most popular of these. 
Nearly every hook or bay' along this 
sail has a tradition. Une of the most 
beautiful views near New York is that 
seen when the boat rounds Fort Schuy- 
ler Point and sails out into the great 
inland sea, the Sound, dotted. with 
white sails and stretching away in blue 
as far as one can see. After some 
miles the boat runs in near the northern 
shore, winding in and out among a 
maze of small islands, till she lands at 
picturesque Glen Island. Sails up the 
Hudson, though well patronized, do 
not offer the sea air and are not so 
popular. Once a week an excursion 
boat goes to Newbury passing through 
the Highlands and making a 100 mile 


sail, costing fifty cents. 


Ashore more and more provisions are 
being made each year for comfort and 
pleasure during the hot season. 
Throngs flock to Central Park day and 
night. The park contains 862 square 
acres but it is none too big for the 
grent city. Every afternoon the Car- 
rousel” is swarming with happy chil- 
dren, and the Mall'“ with its statues 
and its orchestra is crowded with 
adults, At night the lake rings with 
the laughter of jolly boating parties, 
and the boats with their lights dart 
hither and thither like glow worms. 
Trolley rides from the North Side take 
crowds to the wilder scenery of Broux 
and Crotona Parks. All the smaller 
parks and squares, especially Battery 
Park looking out on the Harbor, are 
thronged these hot days and nights. 
Their blessings are for all, from the 
agile newsboy who darts across ffom 
Newspaper Row and plunges clothes. 
and all into the big fountain in Sity. 
Hall Square before the vigilant cop 
can nab him, to the sedate resident of 
Upper Fifth Avenue, who drives his 
thoroughbred over Central Park’s 


broad drives, 


There are lively scenes at the muni- 
cipal free bathe at the Battery and at 
the foot of Market, Grand and Fifth 
Streets during the warm weather. 
These baths are crowded with} brawny 
laboring men, sweat-shop workers, and 
factory hands. The bathers enter the 
baths in instalments, each set being al- 
lowed 20 minutes in the water. Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday nights the 
baths are reserved for women, exclu- 
sively. At the Battery bath alone, the 
daily average is 2000 bathers. The 
city dispensed” tree ice from the Police 
Stations in the thickly populated sec- 
tions. Every hot night the Street 
Cleaning brigade open the hydrants 
wide and sluce out all the asphalt paved 


streets. Rivers of cooling water run 


over the hot pavements and urchins 


wade to their heart’s content. The

New York consumes every day dur- 


ing the hot weather 16,000 quarts of 
ice cream from the leading makers to 
say nothing of the quantities sold by 
the small confectioners and push-cart 
venders. On holidays this amount is 
largely increased. On July 5th one 
maker alone is said to have sold 12,000 
quarts. The city uses 40,000,000 pounds 
of ice every day, making an average of 
almost three pounds per capita. The 
consumption of soda water and other 
summer drinks is beyond any estima- 
tion. 

All the popular cycling thoroughfares, 
such as the Boulevard and Riverside 
Drive, are thronged with wheelmen 
and wheelwoman these warm nights. 
The twinkling lights, filling the streets 
as far as one can see, form a pretty 
spectacle. On one of the hot nights at 


‘a time when the crowd was at its 


average I counted forty wheels passing 
a certain point on the Boulevard, all of 
them going northward on the last 
drive. If one can wheel leisurely and 
not fall into the idiocy of hump.back 
scorching, wheeling on these breezy 
streets is a cooling recreation.

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A NEW STRAIN OF PINKS. 
ghey Are Perfectly Hardy and a Valuable 
Acquisition, | 


Her Majesty and the Emperor are 
varieties of the comparatively new 
strain of h _ carnation 
pinks. These are the subject of a 
letter written by an Ulster county (N. 
Y.) correspondent to Country Gentle- 
man. He says: 

Her Majesty and the Emperor gre 
proving a valuable acquisition. All they 
ask is a small bit of ground room where 
the sunshine and the rain alternate in 
the usual way, and then these little 
plants are sure to do the rest. They are 
perfectly hardy without winter proteo- 
tion here along the Hudson, and the 
plant is evergreen, For two successive 
seasons they have bloomed profusely 
with me, emerging from the severest 
winter on record here in perfect condi- 
tion without a particle of protection. 

Her Majesty is pure white, fringed, 
very double and very fragrant, having 
the much admired clove scent, In size, 
fragrance, fullness and substance it ri- 
vals the finest carnation. very closely in- 
deed. It is a dwarf compact grower 
with nile green foliage, and it never 
sends up a Jong, sprawling flower stem; 
blooms abundantly most of the sammer. 
Its only fault with me is a tendency to 
burst the calyx, a trouble eo prevalent 
with certain carnations, 

The Emperor is a dark scarlet form 
of this hardy pink. It seems somewhat 
less vigorous in growth, though just as 
hardy as the other, and even more florif- 
erous if possible, for it lasta until frost 
cuts it off in the fall. The flower is not 
as large as Her Majesty, nor so double, 
but it remains fresh on the stem even 
longer. It is, however, not as fragrant. 
Like the white form, it has stiff stems 
and needs no support. While not as val- 
uable as the white variety, for the rea- 
sons mentioned, it is wholly free from 
the calyx split and should be grown for 
its deep color and perpetual bloom, 

There are now four or five other va- 
rieties of this hardy strain of pinks 
which remain to be more fully tried. 

One is white, fringed; another maroon 
colored, blotched with white; another 
rosy carmine, veined with silver; a cher- 
ry red, with pink and white variega- 
tions, and still another, white, tinted 


with rose. 


A Few Good Cannas. 

In spite of all the new introductions, 
Mme. Crozy has never been really su- 
perseded among the yellow banded sorts. 
It is ‘still the general utility canna. 
Queen Charlotte is a fine thing without 
doubt, but-an uninstructed eye does not 
, see sufficient difference between it and 
Mme, Crozy, Mrs. Fairman Rogers, in- 
troduced last year, scarlet bandei with 
yellow, seems to be extremely promis- 
ing. We have had.glawing reports of it 
from New England. In spite of all the 
new acquisitions, the old Ehemanni, a 
tall growing variety bearing drooping 
spikes of crimson pink ‘blossoms, is still 
worth growing. The flowers are very 
beautiful. This is an excellent conserv- 
atory plant in the winter, says Rural 
New Yorker in this connection. A 
“pink Ehemanni’’ was introduced last 


year.

Alexander Anderson, who Lived in And. 
over for Years, Falls to His Death, 
Alexander Anderson, Who lived in 
Andover several years before he moved 
to Hyde Park was almost instantly killed 
at Concord, N. H., Monday. 
Anderson was foreman of the Boston 
Blower Company and was working at the 


new railroad shops in Concord when the 


accident happened, He with his assis. 
tant foreman, Dennis Kelley was en- 
gaged in fixing an elbow in the ventila- 
ting pipe in the planing mill. 

They were using as a staging a plank 
18 feet long, six inches ‘wide, and two 
inches thick, stretched across the hangers 
that support the girders in the roof. 

The work was almort compléted, when 
the plank broke aud threw Anderson 
backward to the floor, which is made of 
plank-set in concrete. The fall was 17 
feet and the unfortunate man struck on 
his neck, causing various injuries, which 
may be summed up in the phrase 
“broken neck.“ He died almost instantly, 

Kelley fell the same distance as Ander. 
son, but struck on his feet. His legs 
were forced up into bis body and he was 
badly bruised. No bones were broken, 
however, and the physicans in attend- 
ance at the Margaret Pillsbury Hospital, 
where he was at once conveyed, express 
the hope that no serious results will fol- 
low the accident in his case. 

Anderson’s body was removed to the. 
undertaking rooms of H. A. Kendall and 
was taken to Hyde Park on the 10:25 4. 
M. train Tuesday, in charge of a repre- 
sentative of the Boston Blower Company. 

Anderson used to ‘work here for the 
late William Barnett and also for M. J. 
Walsh. He went to Hyde Park about 
five years ago to fill a position in the 
Boston Blower Company and he had re- 
sided there ever since. He married an 
Andovor girl, Annette Henderson, who 
with her three young children survives 
him. He was born in Scotland in 1802. 

His brothers-in-law John and George 
Henderson of Abbott Village were noti- 
fied of his death and both went to Con- 
cord to accompany the remains to Hyde 
Park. 

Anderson was a skilful workman and 
highly valued in that capacity, as well 
as esteemed by his employers, Funeral 
services were held at his late residence 
in Hyde Park Thursday forenoon, after 
which the remains were forwarded to 
Andover and buried in the Episcopal 
cemetery, a short service being con- 
ducted at the grave by Rev. J. T. Ewing.

FATAL CHOLERA INFANTUM. 


Thirteen Babies Died of the Dread Dia- 
ease Last Week—Death Statistics. 


There were 87 deaths reported to the 
‘board of health last week, invluding 19 
children under five: years, six persons 
over 50 years and two still births. 

Cholera infantum claimed 18 victims 
against 15 the week previous, 

The causes of death were as follows: 
Phthisis (4), cholera infantum (13), al- 
coholism, 8 birth. general de- 
bility 72 iabetis, heart disease (8), ab- 
scess, Grippe, accidental fall, paral- 
ysis, apoplexy, meningitis, cunvulsions, 
accidental drowning, pneumonia. 


A Sad Drowning. 


A sad drowning accident occured in 
the Spicket river late Saturday af er- 
noon, the victim. being little Charles 
Vogel of 48 Haverhill street. 

The boy was but four years old and 
was an only son. He was playing with 
other children on the Haverhill street 
bridge and while climbing up one of the 
trusses, lost his balance and fell into 
the water. The cries of the other 
children attracted the attention of Ben- 
jamin Rogers who rushed to the rescue, 
but was unable to secure the body be- 
fore life was extinct. The child had 
been in the water twenty minutes. Dr. 
McAllister was summond but all efforts 
at resuscitation were futile. Medical 
Examiner Howe viewed the remains and 
they were removed to the rooms of 
Undertaker Emmert. 

Young Vogel was the son of Mr. and 
Mrs Richard Vogel. He was a pretty 
boy and gave promise of being smart. 

The police were notified of the acci- 
dent and Assistant Marshal Kline, In- 
spector Thompson and Officer Kimball 
responded with the patrol wagon. The 
body had been recovered before they 
arrived on the scene. 


The Expert’s Report. 


Paul Evans, the mechanical expert, 
employed by the street department to 
examine the stone crusher plant prior 
to its acceptance by the city, has 
made his report. 
Arnold street, Methuen, und is presi- 
dent of the local association of station- 
ery engineers. His report to Superin- 
tendent Ryan is as folluws: 

LAWRENCE, MAss., July 14, 1897. 

DEAR Str—As requested by you, I 
have made a thorough test of the steam 
engine put in to operate the stone 
crusher situated in South Lawrence. 
The test extended over a period of two 
hours and was taken under all condi- 
tions of operating the machine. The 
results of my observations are as fol- 
lows: 

Under certain conditions the engine is 
worked to over her rated capacity. 
The capacity of the engine would be 


sufficient it there were any provisions | f 


on the engine for storing up the work of 
the steam while the crusher is idle such 
as 2 pair of heavy balance wheels 
on the crank shaft and speed of same 
to be increased to 200 from 148 turns 
per minute. 

To be on the sure side and under all 
conditions I would recommend that a 
larger engine be procured whose rated 
capacity be not less than. 50 horse 
power. The highest power called for 
during test was 40 horse power and the 
lowest 9.

and intestines of the unfortunate man 
~~ been sent to Boston for examina- 

on. 

Neither the physicians nor the medi- 
cal examiner will say what their suspi- 
cions are regarding the circumstances 
of Moore’s death, except that they all 
agree that, while he was a drinkin 
man, the autopsy does not show death 
by alcoholism, Moore was taken sick 
Saturday afternoon, but yesterday 
morning appeared to be considerably 
better. 

By noon, however, he had a violent 
attack of nausea, but died about 4 
o'clock. This morning Mr. ‘Tilton called 
on three leading physicians, and had an 
autopsy performed, and later the medi- 
cal examiner was sent for, and a burial 
certificate was refused. 

None of the parties who are supposed 
to know the circumstances of the case 
will say a word regarding it until the 
result of the examination by the ex- 

erts at the Harvard Medical school is 

nown. 

The whole case is shrouded in mys- 
tery, as no motive can be assigned for 
the poisoning of Moore, if such has 
been the cause of his death.
